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189 Crime Indictments Logged 


Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark said yesterday that 
special Federal strike forces > 
.fonned to fight organized 
. crime had secured 189 in- 
dictments last year, includ- 
ing several leaders of the 
]\^afia. 

Among the top Mafia lead- 
ers convicted in 1968, Clark 

said in his annual report on 
crime, were Raymond Pa- 
triarca of Providence, R.I., 
the leader of the New Eng- 
land section, and Carlos 
Marcello, a leading gambler 
in the New Orleans area. 

Clark said that 234 known 
or suspected Mafia members 
had been convicted or in- 
dicted in the past 13 years. 

The strike force concept 

of attacking organized crime 
in a single area— with spe- 
cial investigators from sev- 
eral Federal agencies — was 
started in Buffalo, N.Y., in 
1967. Twenty-one persons 
were indicted. ' 

In 1968, strike forces were 
sent to Detroit, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Miami and Newark. Clark 
said 71 persons were in- 
dicted in Brooklyn, 67 in De- 
troit, 34 in Buffalo, 12 in 
Chicago and 5 in Philadel- 
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phia. No figures were given 
for the other cities.
